The township assessors and their 
deputies will meet Saturday morning 
in the office of the county assessor, 
John Moses, for a conference. 
The 
assessors will have 
completed 
the 
second week of their work 
and 
the 
conference will be held for the pu r­ 
pose of comparisons, in the interests 
of uniformity. 
These exchanges of 
notes, hints and opinions are useful 
to the assessors; 
expedites 
their 
work and lessen that of 
the 
body 
which later reviews it. 
So 
fa r 
as 
lias been discovered the assessment 
started in excellent f«>rm, and has 
proceeded at least a s fa r as it usu­ 
ally does the first two weeks. 


It has often been remarked that 
the subject of taxation is involved 
in about as much darkness in the 
public mind a s is any subject touch­ 
ing public 
interests 
so 
generally. 
Some property owners still have the 
notion that the assessor is an 
enemy, 
bent on finding them possessed of 
more property than they have, and 
assessing it at more than it is worth. 
Others think the assessor’s sole b u s i ­ 
ness is to jot down their answers to 
his questions, without quibbling over 
their accuracy. 
Still 
others 
seem 
still to doubt the right of the a s ­ 
sessor to make any inquiry at all in­ 
to such private- m atters a s to how 
much property they have, and what 
it is worth. 


For the most part these notions, 
all arising from the ancient agony of 
parting with cash, are giving away 
to the better understanding of facts. 
Governments cost money 
and 
the 
money must be raised. 
The assessor 
is not primarily a questioner— he is 
an appraiser. 
The property owner 
is summoned before him as a 
wit­ 


n e s s , not as a dictator, and as a wit­ 


ness he is hound 
to 
answer 
the 
questions. 
, 


The assessor has no police powers, 
but should any property owner re­ 
fuse, his duty would be to gather the 
facts from someone having 
know­ 
ledge. and the thir«l party would be 
under obligations to give them and 
then to report the owner’s refusal to 
the prosecutor. 
The owner would 
he liable to a fine of $500 and a six 
months’ jail sentenee.

That is the amo unt 
carried (in the Agricultural hill no w 
befo re Co ngress. Dr. L. A. Ho ward, 
chief o f the bureau o f entho mo lo gy 
and Uncle Sam’s champio n bug hunt­ 
er, has po inted o ut, ho wever, that 
these insects will co st the 
"o untrv 
fully 100 times that amo unt in co tto n 
destro yed; co rn, 
wheat 
and o ther 
grain cro ps injured; fo rests devast­ 
ated; ro o t cro ps ruined and 
tields 
laid almo st bare. It is to sto p such 
ravages as these that the burn u is 
maintained. That d >aves many limes 
its co st every year is easily derno n- 
st rated by statistics. 
The biggest bug fro m the >t:ind- 
j'o int o f destructiveness is the o yll 
weevil which is slo wly but certainly 
retreating befo re ike desperate a t­ 
tacks o f go vernment scientists. Rut 
the “sinews o f war*' pro vided by the 
appro priatio n bill are al><> wanted 
fo r campaigns against 
the 
gyp-\v 
mo th that attacks tree fo liage, the 
ho rn wo rm 
that 
destro ys 
to bacco 
plants, the;,cam- insect that lays lo w 
can e' fields, and the'*alfalfa weevil 
that attacks that cro p, the cinch bug 
that s uc ks file life trdtn w h e fit 'am! 
co rn stalks.- the co dling mo th that 
spo ils tree fruits, the pine beetle, and 
bark beetle. The latter insect is a 
seripus menace to the natio nal and 
private fo rests because it destro ys 
millio ns o f feet o f standing timber. 
The co tto n red spider 
also 
has 
been co ndemned a> a public enemy, 
and wo menaces that have slipped 
past 
the 
immigratio n 
autho rities 
are the Argentine ant which ruins 
gro wing to bacco and the Australian 
po tato -tuber mo th. This latter pest 
lays its eggs in yo ung po tato es with 
the result that when the farmer dig- 
them he find- a large caterpillar in- 
side each tuber eating 16 meals a day 
And finally there i- a lo t to be do ne 
in tlic way o f reducing the number o f 
ho use flies and stable flies 
which 


carry diseases mo re to be 
feared 
than cro p failures. 
“Wc have undertaken an extensive 
study o f the ho use fly.” 
-aid 
Dr. 
IRfwuH pn this paint. “ In the small 
farm and village 99 per ( ent o f the 
ho use flies are bred in stable refuse 
aiid we have been co -o perating with 
the bureau o f chemistry to find so me 
substance that will kill the fly larvae 
and no t impair the fertilizing value 
o f the refuse. We have fo und recent­ 
ly that there are o ne o r two such 
substances which may he imed at an 
eco no mical rate. 1 think we are 
verge o f a very practical 
disco very 
which will be o f great value in the 
way o f reducing the ho u-e fly pest. 
“Wo have several lines o f wo rk 
no w go ing o n in regard to the effect 
o f insects upo n the health o f 
man 
and animals. Wo wish in the first
